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ih® Security Council remains extremely concerned at the • it nation in Rwanda 
»nd ic the oountriee of the region where millions of displaced p^~ne end 
refugee* are concentreted In extremely preoarioue condltione from the standpoint 
of both food and sanitation. 

Bearing la mind the extreme aerleuine** of thi* Bit nation, the security 
Council conetdere that efc preaent the moat Knoediate taeh U to reaolve the 

humanitarian crieie created by feh.se population eovaftwmta. To thi* end, 
the Council encourage e United Nation* agenclee. Member State* and 
non-governmental organization* to continue and intensify their offorte with a 
view to alleviating to th. beet of their ability the oituation of theee 
peculations that have fled from their village® ana their country. 

The security Connell insists* however# that the rapid return of the 
refugee* and displaced pereons to their hows ie th- only eelution that will 
ceJSiLt. to the eventual normalisation of the »ituation in Rwanda, In this 
Laard, the Council etrongly oondemd* attempts to intimidate refugee* carried 
by individual* and groupa of th* former interim Government that are seeking 
to prevent the. from returning to Rwanda. 

The security Council# moreover, ha* taken not* that the new ©overnmant of 
Rwanda has declared itself ready to encourage the return of the population, 
ensure lt« protection and allow aid to reach those who raguire It anywhere In 
the country. It hope* that thee, commitments will help ipeed up the return of 

refuge* ■ to Rwanda - 

The Security Council *l*o call* upon the Government of Rwanda to eneure 
that there are no raprleale against thoea who wUh to return to their hooee and 
resume their oocupatione. To this end, the Council encourage* the Government of 
Rwanda to cooperate with the United Nation*, In particular with the commission 
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to creating a mechanic to judge and condemn thoee guilty of thi atrocitle* 
committed In Rwanda, in particular th# crime of genocide. 

The security Council recall* thet th* full deployment of the United Nation* 
Assistance Mission for Rwanda (UltAMIR) should al.o be conducive to a more eecure 
environment that can accelerate the proceee of return. For thie reason, it l* 
essential that the contingent* that »r* to be part ofURAMIR are 
without delay end that the technical ••eletaaee that they require for this 
purpose i- provided to than by Member State# that have the swan# to do ao. The 
Council also notes the intereet aroused by the deployment in Rwandan territory 
Of civilian observer* reapemelble for guaranteeing, by their pr.aence, the 
establishment of such an environment* and in thi* regard welcome, the measure* 
envisaged by the High eammleaioner for Human Right* with th. assistance o 
certain Member* state*. 

The Security council remain* convinced, aa th* Secretary General emphasise* 
i* o/j August 195. (8, 3994/92.) , th.t «h. Axu.A.
